When Mr. Blaino was at South Bond 


Indiana, ho made a speech six minutes 
long wbioh was one of tho most powerful 
arguments for -the -protection of tho 
wages and tho homos of American work- 
ing people ever made by n public man

There is no use 
in oo" mending a political principle to 
one who is in need of shelter; there is no 
nso in talking philosophy to one who is 
naked. Food and clothing are tho pri- 
trary retirements of human progrose:

novor saw any man moved to enthusiasm 
by silently contemplating tho prosperity 
of another [laughter] while ho himself 
was in need.

The beginning, therefore, and • the ona 
of wise legislation is to give every man a 
fair and equal chance, aud to leave tho

Mr. Blaino then told the people of In- 


diana how thViaboring man conld get • a 
fair chance in the race for fair Tvagef, 
plenty of bread, and a good, home, and 
said: 


"Certainly it will not tend to thnt end 


to throw opon our ports and nay, eond yo 
all hero your fabrics, made by tuo cheap- 
est and most distressed labor of Europe 
to compete with our own people who are 
jus opening their shops aad building 
their factories, for it you do that you cau- 
not spin a wheel or turn a latho in tUeso 
(ac'orics at home, uuless you can get 
your labor at the European price. [•'Tlint'.s 
so."] We begin right there. 
From 


these considerations wo deduce the con- 
clusion that the protective tariff is pri- 
marily for the benefit of the laboring 
man, because if you take in your hand 
any manufactured article or cast youreyo 
upon anything which cannot be taken iu 
tho hand, you find that the chief constit- 
uent element in its cost is labor. In 
many cases the material is butl per cent 
and the labor is 99 per cent in tho cost 
of the article.". 


Then Mr. Blaine gave some historical 


facts which are among tho crowning glo* 
rioe of the republican party. Every voter,
